This office action is in response to communication filed on 6/10/2009. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 101 



2. 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 



Based on Supreme Court precedent 1 and recent Federal Circuit decisions, a 101 
process must (1 ) be tied to another statutory class (such as a particular apparatus) or 
(2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or materials) to a different 
state or thing. 2 If either of these requirements is met by the claim, the method is non a 
patent eligible process under § 101 and should be rejected as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as drawn to a non-statutory 
subject matter. The applicant is reciting only method steps such as 
"determining... adjusting", the applicant has not recited an apparatus or device to 
perform these limitations and without apparatus or device these limitations are just 
mental steps. Mentioning computer in the preamble is not enough, if the body of the 
claims each of the steps can be performed manually. 

In claim 1 and 12 the steps are related to a mental process, which is not 
patentable. Indeed, it is not tied to another statutory class or does not change or switch 
statutory class (such as a particular apparatus or physical module or device) or does not 
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transform the underlying subject matter (such as an article or materials) to a different 
state or thing. See MPEP §21 06.IV.B: Determine Whether the Claimed Invention Falls 
Within An Enumerated Statutory Category. 

Examiner suggests applicant inserts a device in one or more of the 
essential steps of the body of the claims. For example, in the "developing" or 
"performing data analysis" steps in order to overcome the rejection

Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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4. Claims 1-21 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 65, 67-71 of 
copending Application No. 10/304,251. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the '251 application further 
recites generating a purchaser profile among one or more retailers. Official Notice is 
taken that it is old and well known to generate purchaser profiles among more than one 
retailers in order to allow retailers to customize offers, coupons or the like. It would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of Applicant's 
invention to have included generating a purchaser profile in order to obtain the above 
mentioned advantage. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

5. Claims 1-21 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting over 
claims 1-15, 41, 55-57 and 60-68 of U. S. Patent No. 7,398,225 since the claims, if 
allowed, would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: manufacturers item identifier, retailers item 
identifier, developing standardized information by associating the retailer ID with the 
manufacturer ID. 
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6. Claims 1-21 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting over 
claims 1-5, 8-15 and 18-20 of U. S. Patent No. 7,467,096 since the claims, if allowed, 
would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: manufacturers item identifier, retailers item 
identifier, loyalty points in a loyalty point account. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 101 

7. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

8. Claims 1-21 lacks patentable utility because the claims do not specify what type 
of analysis is being performed with the standardized information.
